To  some,  she  is  known  as  Dean 
Burriss  because  of  her  seniority  in  that  of- 
fice and  because  of  her  concern  for  people, 
especially  students.  Who  else  should  a  year- 
book whose  theme  is  "Students"  be  dedi- 
cated to,  other  than  the  one  person  who 
works  closer  with  all  the  students  than  any 
other  staff  member.  Some  people  may  see 
her  only  once  or  twice  a  year,  getting  or 
turning  in  keys  and  cards.  But  others  know 
that  she  is  a  hard  worker  with  a  great  deal  of 
common  sense.  She  is  definitely  one  of  those 
persons  whose  absence  makes  others  realize 
how  much  she  does  and  makes  them  grow 
all  the  more  fond  of  her.

We  are  between 
our  mother's  care  and  "the  world  of 
all  8:00  classes  with  no  cuts"^  We 
began  being  a  student  the  day  we 
were  born,  because,  since  that  day, 
we  have  been  learning.  And  we  will 
be  students  until  we  die;  but  we 
will  all,  in  the  near  future  if  not 
already,  be  helping  other  students 
to  learn.  Students  are  survivors  . . . 
like  cockroaches.

Graduation  is  a  paradox.  For  the  many  papers  we  have 
turned  in,  the  tests  we  have  taken,  the  hours  we  have 
studied,  the  blowing  machines  and  sprinklers  we  have 
endured,  and  the  money  and  time  we  have  paid  and  given, 
what  do  we  receive  in  return?  Nothing  but  a  pre-printed 
piece  of  paper,  which  we  had  to  pay  separately  for,  with 
our  name  on  it  and  several  signatures.  But  this  piece  of 
paper  symbolizes  the  knowledge  we  have  gained  (by  what- 
ever means),  the  part  of  our  existance  we  have  spent  at 
P.C.,  and  the  end  of  a  part  of  our  lives. 

Graduation  is  also  a  paradox  in  that  it  is  a  time  of  death, 
of  rebirth,  and  of  new  life.  It  is  the  death  of  our  college  life: 
no  longer  can  we  live  the  way  we  have  lived  during  these 
past  few  years;  the  consequences  of  our  actions  will  be 


much  more  uncompromising  than  missing  an  8:00  Friday 
morning  biology  class.  Because  graduation  is  the  time 
when  we  begin  a  new  life-style,  it  is  a  time  of  rebirth.  And, 
at  the  same  time,  graduation  starts  a  new  life  for  us  by 
treating  us  as  adults  ready  to  challenge  the  world,  but  not 
to  topple  it.  Is  graduation  simply  two  C.E.P.  —  type 
events,  a  military  ceremony,  and  a  drop-in  or  is  it  a  cere- 
mony which  is  destined  to  become  a  sacrement?  Is  it  a 
time  that  we  synthesize  the  world  or  that  the  world  syn- 
thesizes us?  Is  it  a  time  of  joy  or  of  sorrow?  A  time  when 
we  reach  another  fork  in  the  path  of  life  so  that  we  must 
decide  which  way  to  go  after  seeing  which  way  we've 
come?  Graduation  is  all  these  things  and  more;  it  is  a 
complex  event  in  a  simple  ceremony:  a  paradox. 
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Two  roads  diverged  in  a  yellow  wood, 
And  sorry  I  could  not  travel  both 
And  be  one  traveler,  long  I  stood 
And  looked  down  one  as  far  as  I  could 
To  where  it  bent  in  the  undergrowth; 

Then  took  the  other,  as  just  as  fair. 
And  having  perhaps  the  better  claim. 
Because  it  was  grassy  and  wanted  wear; 
Though  as  for  that,  the  passing  there 
Had  worn  them  really  about  the  same, 

And  both  that  morning  equally  lay 
In  leaves  no  step  had  trodden  black. 
Oh,  I  kept  the  first  for  another  day! 
Yet  knowing  how  way  leads  on  to  way, 
I  doubted  if  I  should  ever  come  back.

They  faced  several 
extremely  tough  teams.  Overall,  the 
Blue  Hose  fought  hard  and  expressed  a 
sincere  willingness  to  win.  Their  deter- 
mination was  displayed  through  their 
genuine  effort  to  conquer  their  oppo- 
nent; however,  they  were  often  disap- 
pointed. Statistcally,  however,  the

17.  Therefore,  Presbyterian  had  153  to- 
tal first  downs  while  their  opponents 
had  only  125.  Presbyterian  made  463 
rushing  attempts;  their  opponents  had 
407.  Net  yards  rushing:  Presbyterian 
had  1400  and  its  opponents  had  1170. 
The  average  per  game  was  Presbyterian 
140.0  —  opponents  117.0.  In  scoring. 
Dale  Barksdale  was  the  leader  with  5 
touchdowns.  Kent  Larry  was  the  leader 
in  rushing  with  408  yards.  Barksdale 
was  also  the  leading  receiver  with  465 
yards.  Michael  Greene  had  the  most 
tackles  with  a  total  of  75.  The  captains 
of  this  year's  team  were  Glen  Albright 
and  Jimmie  Turner.  They  did  a  terrific 
job  in  leading  the  team.  Their  skill  and 
determination  really  paid  off.

The  1983  Soccer  season  was  correctly 
named  "The  Beginning  of  a  New  Tradition" 
by  the  new  head  coach,  Ralph  Poison.  The 
addition  of  Coach  Poison  to  the  soccer  pro- 
gram brought  to  the  team  a  new  attitude 
which  certainly  helped  spark  the  fantastic  9- 
6-1  season  record. 

Coach  Poison  came  to  PC  from  Erskine 
College,  where  he  lettered  four  years  and 
then  served  as  assistant  coach. 

The  team  got  off  to  a  tremendous  start  by 
winning  four  consecutive  games  before  suf- 
fering a  disappointing  0-1  loss  to  Baptist  Col- 
lege. After  a  win  over  arch-rival  Lander,  PC 
faced  use  —  Spartanburg,  the  number-one- 
ranked  team  in  the  NAIA.  Although  the 
team  lost  this  match,  PC  dominated  until 
late  in  the  game  when  USCS  scored  the  deci- 
sive goal.
